ORDER TO JUMP 

The survivor said there was an 
explosion, and the captain ordered 
those inside the cabin to jump.

But there is more to the Nixon 
initiatives than political tactics and

He 
once said that the American Presi- 
dent he admired most was Woodrow 
Wison, which may have been true 
jn his more rhetorical, moralizing 
and interventionist phase.

De Gaulle had two striking ele- 
ments in his mixture: he was autho-

grandeur and cheek could carry It 
off, and while Nixon had cheek he 
didn't have grandeur. Now he has 
switched and models himself on de 
Gaulle’s protean changes in defiance 
of dogma, and his politics of 
surprixe. 

De Gaulle left so long a shadow, 
and so massive, that lesser men 
who tried to learn from him are 
bound to suffer by comparizon. One 
has only to read Malraux's last 
conversation with him to see what 
a lonely, towering oak he wes. 
He had a sense of distance which 
was innate but which he also used 
for political effect. The kind of 
shabby maoeuvri that Nixon 
uses on the constitutional issue of 
school busing would have been im- 
possible for de Gaulle. 

Yet Nixon has taken over and 
transposed some of the de Gaulle 
methods. Note in both men the use 
of the vocabulary of the Right to 
give protection to policies too Hib- 
eral for most conservatives. 

The crucial difference between the 
situation of the two men of course 
has been their power-base. France 
has a comparatively narrow base, 
and de Gaulle used it to the hilt 
Both Johnson and Nixon had 3 much 
broader base, and both have squan- 
dered it, De Gaulle came to power as 
a receiver in bankruptcy, 89 Nixon 
did too, De Gaulle managed to 
scuttle the French party system cad 
get a new and better Constituson 
in motion, but he foundered in 
the backwash of the student revolu- 
tions which reached France {πὸ a 
wave from the American shore. 
Both men have been hostile to the 
intellectual elite, de Gaulle because 
he felt superior to It on its own 
terms, Nixon because he knows its 
hostility and feela insecure in the 
face of it. 

Here we reach a crucial weakness 
in Nixon's situation. De Gaulle had 
the universities and writers δὶ 
him, but he could call for talent 
on the great “Ecoles” — the pro- 
fessional schools that combine engi- 
neering, business, and public admini- 
stration. Nixon hag no such recourse, 
except for a Kissinger, Moynihan 
or Connally he must depend on 
the corporate managers and the 
advertising men when he tries to 
recruit talent. Which means that 
even his Grand Designs in strategy - 
may prove to be disasters in the 
carrying out.

The meeting with Mr. Kollek at 
the Jerusalem: City Hall was also 
attended by S/A Amnon Cohen, 
the adviser on Arab Affairs at the 
Judea and Samaria Command, 5/A 
Yitzhak Segev, the Military Gov- 
‘ermor of the Bethlehem district, and 
S/A A Arkin of the civil ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Kollek and his guests were 
reported to have tackled the prob- 
lems of drainage, roads, water, tour- 
ism, and health services in addi- 
tion to strengthening cultural rela- 
tions between the youth of Jeru- 
salem and the neighbouring Arab 
towns. 

‘The 90-minute meeting was also 
attended by Mr. Kollek's assistant,

They have more than a quarter 
of the shares, but are limited by 
the articles of association to a 25 
per cent ceiling on Board member- 
ship, and select their representative 
separately. Cuts had therefore to 
be made elsewhere. The Big Three 
Israeli bapks had six representa- 
tives, though they hold only $1.5m. 
of stock between them. Their re- 
presentation was reduced to three.

“To the best of our knowledge 
there is not at present in Israel 
a criminal organization on the pat- 
tern of the Mafia or the Syndicate.” 
But “the proportions of crime in 
Israel are serious enough to war- 
rant suitable public and Govern-

These two sentences sum- 
marize a report presented today by 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Meir 
Shamgar, to the Minister of Justice 
on the question whether organized 
crime exists in Israel.
